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Foreword 


This  was  compiled  to  have  on  paper  a  genealogy  of  the 
kinsfolk  of  Mother,  Alice  Horton  Fife,  which  was  unknown 
to  me  except  for  dimly  remembered  remarks.  Also,  I  wished 
to  clear  up  my  connection  to  contemporaries  who®  I  know  to 
be  relatives  but  not  w^y. 

My  maternal  Great  Grandparents  I  found  to  be  Capt. 

Isaiah  Horton,  Rebecca  Higgins  Horton,  Edward  Clark  II,  and 
Rachel  Collins  Clark.  Consequently,  tills  Genealogy  may  be 
useful  not  only  to  Hortons  but  to  other  families  also;  over 
eighty  family  names  are  listed  in  the  index. 

When  I  started  this,  less  than  a  year  ago,  the  only  ma¬ 
ternal  great  grandparent  I  was  sure  of  was  Edward  Clark, 
probably  because  he  was  Mother's  favorite.  More  information 
about  him,  and  the  other  three,  came  from  talking  to  Aunts 
Ada  and  Celia,  to  Uncle  Clarence,  from  a  few  family  documents, 
and  from  gravestones. 

Matilda  Smart  helped  nae  concerning  the  half- siblings  of 
Grandfather  Reuben  n.  Horton,  and  so  did  Roscoe  Horton. 

My  greatest  obligation  is  to  Mrs.  Horace  Lowe  who  gener¬ 
ously  shared  her  immense,  accurate  knowledge  of  Cape  Cod 
people,  and  made  a  diagram  of  my  maternal  ancestors  back  to 
their  earliest  appearance  in  America,  or  to  England  of  the 
fifteen  hundreds.  Her  knowledge  comes  from  a  long  stucfy  of 
the  Genealogy  and  History  of  Cape  Cod,  with  special  credit  to 
The  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society, 

(Her  devotion  to  accuracy  I  cannot  doubt.  For  instance 
she  was  reluctant  to  accept  Rebecca  Higgins  Horton  as  ray 
Great  Grandmother  until  this  was  verified  by  the  Higgins  Fam¬ 
ily  Bible.  More  than  the  confusion  of  two  Isaiah  Hortons 
having  nearby  stones  in  Eastham  Cemetery,  the  family  name  of 
Capt.  Isaiah  Horton's  first  wife  does  not  appear  on  the  grave¬ 
stone—  How  she  dii  this  is  to  me  a  mystery.) 

To  make  this  Genealogy  compact,  in  a  form  suitable  for 
binding  in  a  three  ring  cover,  a  consistent  linear  diagraph 
has  been  used  except  for  notes  and  the  appendix.

which  weans  that  Reuben  H.  Horton  who  was  bora  in  1845  and  died 
In  1925,  was  married  in  1867  to  Cynthia  Clark  who  was  born  in 
18u8  and  died  in  1917*  To  the  left  are  their  ancestors  and  to 
the  right  are  their  descendants* 

Pages  1A  through  IF  include  approximately  the  years  from  the  War 
of  1812  to  the  present  (1963). 

Pages  2A  through  2D  include  approximately  the  years  from  the  French 
and  Indian  War  (of  William  and  Ann  in  1689)  to  the  ear  of  1812. 
Pages  3A  through  33  include  approximately  the  /ears  from  the  Spanish 
Armada  (1599)  to  the  French  and  Indian  War  (1689). 

Pages  3H  etc.  have  notes  keyed  to  pages  3A-3G. 

The  Appendix  has  transcriptions  from  documents  or  letters.  A  news- 
papar  eulogy  on  Capt.  Isaiah  Horton's  death  is  inclined. 

An  Index  of  family  names  ends  the  work. 

Although  my  compilation  is  as  accurate  and  complete  as  present¬ 
ly  I  may  make  it,  I  nope  it  will  be  improved  by  myself  or  other*.

1. 

Capt.  John  Horton  and  his  wife,  Hannah,  settled  first  in 
Boston,  later  in  Bastha®  during  the  late  1600's. 

(An  unverified  family  tradition  related  by  Uncle  Clarence 
Horton  is  that  three  brothers  Horten  arrived  in  Boston  fro®  ing¬ 
land  in  l630j  one  was  named  Barnabas;  one  went  North,  one  went 
to  Rehoboth,  and  one  went  to  Cape  Cod. 

Today  Hortonville  is  a  village  in  Swansea  near  Rehoboth. 
There  is  record  of  the  death  of  a  Barnabas  Horton  in  Southhold, 
Long  Island,  in  1680  at  age  80.  Long  Island  then  was  an  appen¬ 
dage  of  New  England,  and  such  a  Barnabas  fits  the  requirements 
of  Uncle  Clarence's  yam.  In  this  Genealogy  a  Barnabas  Horton 
may  be  found  on  page  2A,  the  father  of  Capt,  Isaiah. 

I  have  found  that  many  family  traditions  have  a  factual 
basis  which  supplements  history  ever,  when  improhab  le,  and  noth¬ 
ing  is  improvable  in  a  family  perpetuating  a  distinctive  name. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Hortons  went  seafarers,  and  clannishj  the 
Barnabas  on  page  2A  may  have  been  named  for  sorae  acquaintance 
his  father  met  while  riding  a  storm  on  the  "Banks"  and  only  re¬ 
motely  s  kinsman.  T.  Fife;

Nicholas  wood  was  born  at  ba*derstead  Court,  England,  and 
became  Sergeant  of  the  Royal  Carriages  for  wueen  Elizabeth.  He 
resided  at  The  Court  Farm. 

In  Plymouth  the  name  was  Wood  wh ich  in  Lastham  became  At¬ 
wood. 


Stephen  Atwood  (grandson  of  Nicholas  Wood)  married  Abigail 
Dunham  at  the  first  wedding  in  Eastham.

Richard  Higgins  came  from  County  Hereford,  England,  s  tailor 
by  trade.  He  arrived  at  Salem,  Mass,  between  1629  and  1632,  and 

was  in  Plymouth  In  1633.  He  was  one  of  the  Founders  of  Naueet 
(Eastham)  in  I6LI1. 


Edward  Bangs  was  baptized  in  tne  pari er,  church  at  Pansfield, 
Essex  County,  England.  He  left  England  for  America  in  1622  on 

The  Paragon  which  returned  for  repairs  after  a  fortnight  at  sea. 

He  sailed  again  in  1623,  but  the  ship  encountered  such  foul  weather 
that  they  turned  Kack  to  England.  He  finally  came  to  America  on 
The  Ann  in  16?3,  and  was  a  founder  cf  Nauset  (East ham)  in  l6hb.

The  Fort  Hill  Far*  in  Eastham  wae  purchased  by  his  grandson, 
Col.  John  Knowles,  from  the  widow  of  Rev,  Samuel  Treat.  Fort 
Hill  Fans  had  soil  of  exceptional  depth  and  richness  as  the  re¬ 
sult  of  an  isolated  glacial  deposit.  After  over  two  centuries  of 
farming,  the  soil  is  still  fertile, 

Richard  Knowles  was  the  son  of  Rev,  John  Knowles  of  Lincoln¬ 
shire,  England.  Rev.  John  Knowles  w&s  educated  at  Magdalen  Col¬ 
lege. 


Alice  Stone  Lowe,  who  furnished  most  of  tbe  information  in 
tbvis  Genealogy,  is  a  descendant  of  Richard  Knowles.  60  also  was 
Clara  Knowles  (see  pg.  1A)  wbuo  married  Qiester  Horton  likewise  a 
descendant.

Richard  Sparrow  and  his  wife,  Pandora,  came  to  this  country 
in  1632,  settling  first  in  Middleboro.  He  was  in  Nauset  (Easthara)  4, 

in  1653  when  he  took  land  in  Pochet  (now  Orleans).  His  only  son, 

Jonathon,  was  the  first  school  master  in  East ham,  and  a  Captain  in 
the  Militia;  Richard  Sparrow,  also  married  II  Hannah  Irenes  Mayo 
and  III  Sarah  Lewis  Cobb, 

20. 

Reverend  Samuel  Treat  was  bora  at  Millford,  Connecticut,  the 
eldest  son  of  Governor  Robert  Treat  (Charter  Oak  Fane).  Reverend 
Samuel  Treat  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1669.  He  was  Minister  at 
the  Eastham  Church  from  1672  to  1716,  where  his  life  was  notable 
for  his  work  with  Indians,  who  held  him  in  affectionate  admiration. 

He  learned  the  Nauset  language,  and  preached  to  his  converts  in 
their  own  tongue  with  a  huge  voice.  His  eermona  were  woven  with 
brimstone,  but  no  grander  funeral  came  even  to  a  Pharoah  than  to 
Samuel  Treat,  carried  by  Indian  mourners  through  tunnels  cut  by  his 
friends  in  the  iced  snow  of  the  Great  Storm  presaging  his  death  In 

1717.  /

Reverend  John  Mayo  was  the  First  Minister  at  Nauset  (Eaethaa) 
and  had  been  a  Teaching  Elder  at  John  Lothrop's  Church.  He  was  in 
Kastham  from  161^  to  1651  after  which  he  went  to  Boston  to  be  or¬ 
dained  Pastor  of  The  Second  Church,  then  known  as  The  "North" 

Church,  which  'mist  be  distinguished  from  (Episcopal)  Christ  Qiurch, 
now  known  as  "Old  North*.  Later,  The  Second  Church  became  the  ^ 

church  of  the  Mathers.  A  bronse  plaque  at  298  Hanover  Street,  Bos¬ 
ton,  formerly  marked  the  site  of  Rev.  John  Mayo's  home,  later  sold 
to  Cotton  Mather.  When  the  walls  were  refaced  for  "Mike's  raetries", 
the  plaque  disappeared.

Ae  a 
citiaen  his  character  will  not  suffer  by  clolie  examination.  Ae  a 
townsman  he  was  always  ready  to  give  his  influence  and  support  to 
all  measures  for  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  people 
without  reference  to  the  'demands  upon  hie  own  resources  to  meet 
those  benefits  that  were  to  accrue  to  other  a  from  his  own  liberal- 
ity  -  for  he  was  the  greatest  benefactor  in  th  is  sense  of  any  in 
the  town,  he  for  many  years  paying  the  highest  tax  in  town.  The 
writer  of  this  having  been  intinaiitsly  associated  with  him  in  the 
capacity  of  supervisors  of  the  public  schools  cannot  (conscienti- 
ously)  omit  to  notice  his  peculiar  interest  in  this  branch  of  the 
public  good  for  after  having  done  all  his  part  as  a  citizen  he 
added  such  more  ae  a  private  cbnov,  to  prolong  and  advance  the 
schools  from  his  own  private  resources.
